County agents performed 1,588,148 single instances of service 
during the year, an increase of 248,447 over 1927, the report re­ 
vealed. 
In the last s'x years, 45,191 farmeis were aided in the 
clearing of 230,043 acres, and every county in the state shared in 
the 10,4.16,650 pounds of war salvaged explosives which were put 
to this use. 
County agents also induced farmers to grow more alfalfa and 
sweet clover, and tile qumber of farmers obtaining farm account 
books from the agents in 1928 was more than double the number 
in ‘he previous year, Mr. Balmer’s report asserted.
